Found to Dave Been Well Justified 


For those of you who have been 
saying to your friends, “Why, I can’t 
remember when we’ve ever had such 
a winter as this.” for the past sev­ 
eral weeks, this little story is written 
to let you know that there has been 
some Justification for such a re­ 
mark 
Speaking generally it has been 
Just about twenty years 
since 
an 
equally cold and snowy February 
has been experienced in Lincoln 
And as for January it was cold 
enough. 
The records of the local weather 
bureau office show that the mean or 
averaeg 
temperature 
during 
the 
month was the unusually low figure 
of 19 2 degrees. 
During the same 
month last year it was 32 7 degrees 
As a matter of fact there have 
been but four different Februarys in 
the history of the local office w’hen 
the average temperature was below 
that of this year, and two of those 
years were only a tenth of a degree 
colder. 
The coldest 
February on record 
here was in 1899 when the mean 
was sn even 14 degrees 
for 
the 
twenty-eight day period. 
In 
1887 


and 1900 the mean was 19.1 and In 
1905 it was 16 3 
That year, 1905, was toe moat re­ 
cent year when the mean tem pera­ 
ture was lower than it wa* this year 
—and that was twenty-four years 
ago. The 
mean 
temperature for 
February had not fallen below 20 
since 1005 and had not fallen below 
30 degrees since 1923 
In the m atter of snowfall 
the 
month Just closed managed ta step 
ahead of recent Februarys also. 
A 
total of 11.3 inches of snow was rec­ 
orded here last month, 
and 
not 
since 1915 had th at amount been 
exceeded 
In February, 1928. along 
with a mean temperature of 32 7 de­ 
grees, only 3,9 inches of snow’ fell 
here, hardly enough to make cer­ 
tain that it was a winter month 
Other Februarys experiencing con­ 
siderable 
snow 
were: 
1903. 
12 4 
inches 1905, 137 inches; 1908. 152 
inches; 1912. 14 3 inches; and 1915,

The biggest of the 
London companies says that the in­ 
crease means adding about a m il­ 
lion dollars yearly to their gasoline 
bills.

MANHOOD. 
Sixty-two years ago Friday. Nebraaka was adm itted 
to statehood. 


Congress jessed an enabling act perm itting the 
territory to d raft a constitution and to apply for a d ­ 
mission but two years elapsed before tills was done. 
O n July 18, 1866. congress gave Its form al approval 
but the act m et presidential opposition aa did a sec­ 
ond m easure passed the following February 
On 
M arch I. congress passed the bill over th e presiden­ 
tial veto. 


W hat lias been the record of this state which was 
born in the tense atm osphere of th a t struggle over 
.liv ery ? Its early years certainly were devoid of bril­ 
liant fulfillm ent of the fond hopes of those who had 
chosen It for their home. There were no easy roads 
to wealth—no rich deposits of gold and sliver or 
other precious metals, no coal, no tim ber and no 
oil. Only a m atchless soil and clim ate, beckoning to 
the sower. 


The boy. which was Nebraaka. came to know a d ­ 
versity and struggle, Frail as he was he endured 
droughts and floods, grasshopper plagues, and the 
ceaseless toil of a new country. But he cam e through. 
He developed more amazingly than he had himself 
anticipated. In the strength or hts manhood today 
he looks back over those years, wondering why fear 
sometimes aasatled his heart, why hts courage faltered. 
why doubts refused to be stilled but m ade the hours 
of night a torment and stalked a t his shoulder d u r­ 
ing the day,

In i860, seven years before Nebraaka became a state. 
th e population was 22.841. The next federal census, 
three years alter admission to statehood, revealed 
122.993 people. The last federal census In 1920 credited 
the state w ith a population of 1.1016.372. and today it 
is estim ated that 
1.500.000 people live within its 
borders. T h a t is the record of these sixty-two years. 
W hen it comes to wealth, the figures are even more 
impressive. 
The total valuation of th e thirty-one 
counties in Nebraska in 1867 was $20,115,252. In 192< 
the grand assessment rolls listed property in the state 
aa worth $3.125 856.462 
Between 1867 and 1929. then, 
the successive generations which have tilled the soil, 
have created more than three billions of taxable 
wealth, which by no means furnishes a true index to 
the productive labors of Nebraska people. 
This state has millions and millions of dollars in ­ 
vested in schools and educational institutions whit 
do not appear upon the tax rolls. It has spent many. 
m any millions in the building* of m agnificent churches 
which are not taxed. It has paid out millions for the 
building of roads and bridges, connecting cities and 
towns and villages. It has spent many millions more 
for the construction of imposing public buildings, for 
tile beautification of parks, for the paving of streets, 
for the lighting of these streets, and for th e innum er­ 
able other com forts which are a part of life today

While on th a t subject, he m ight take into consider­ 
ation the official statistics from W ashington, D. C . 
showing th a t 17,273 bills have been Introduced in the 
present congress, of which a considerable num ber

napped. Motoring around the outskirts of Cuernavaca 
he had tangbile evidence in the smoldering rum* of 
haciendas, buildings, factories and homes of the re ­ 
cent depredations of Zapata and his horde of fol­ 
lowers. T he place was infested with revolutionary 
spies and the Mexican government could not conceal 
its anxiety over th e safety of Lindbergh and hts 
fiancee. His persistence in rem aining there aa s not 
common sense an d it was not thoughtful.

OBEYING THE CONSTITUTION. 
Promise has been made by those who have thus 
fsr succeeded In preventing th e adoption by congress 
of a re -apportionm ent measure, th a t It will be allowed 
to come up at th e special session, the impression beuig 
given th a t a bill will be passed at th a t time. Senator 
H arrison of Mississippi, a h o lias been the leader of 
the group which has defeated re-apportionm ent says 
th a t th e objection has been against the form of th e 
pending bill and not against any change whatever. 
It Is a fact, however, th a t disregard of the pro­ 
vision* of the constitution for the past decade has 
been th e result principally of opposition upon th e 
part of those whose states are to lose in representa­ 
tion when the new law is enacted. T h at such a state 
of affairs should have exited for such a length of 
time without arousing any greater protest th an has 
been noticeable, is difficult bf understanding 
All of the people of the nation are expected to live 
strictly within the limits of the fundam ental law, im ­ 
plicitly regarding its Inhibitions and obeying its m an- 
We cannot return to i dates. And especially should this be true of those 
1 selected as lawmakers, who are doubly sworn to sup­ 
port the constitution and laws of the United States. 
Yet year after year has gone by w ith one of tile m ost 
Im portant constitutional provisions utterly ignored 
Because some parts of the country have increased 
in population more rapidly th an others, some states 
will lose representation in the lower house of congress, 
while others will gain. Nebraska probably being one 
of the loser*.

Member# of the lower house of the 
Michigan legislature face the pos­ 
sibility that their effort yesterday 
to remove dry law offenses from 
the list of felonies punishable by 
life imprisonment may not only be 
defeated but may react to make the 
penalty for a first offense even more 
severe.
